Government Ownership of Railroads 


(From the Los Angeles Financial News) 


That tho present condition of affairs in the rail­ 
road world cannot stand and that nationalization, 1. 
e., Government ownership of the railroads iii the 
United States is inevitable is the conclusion of the 
head of one of the great railway systems, K. P. 
Ripley, president of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe Railway. In a printed interview this week 
Mr. 
Ripley is quoted thus: 
‘ The present condition of things cannot stand. It 
is bound to fall. The conditions under which private 
individuals furnish all the cash, all the money, and 
the Government assumes all the m anagership with­ 
out any responsibility—that arrangem ent 
cannot 
lc^st. W hat else is there left but Government owner­ 
ship? T hat is my conclusion. And I am able, I think, 
to take an impartial view of the outlook of the trend. 
I am getting on in years. I am not a large holder 
of railroad securities. I ani not a candidate for of­ 
fice of any kind, political or railroad. My business 
life is pretty well spent. I may stay around a few 
years more, but not many. I have, as every good 
citizen has, the interest of the country, its pros­ 
perity and Its future, at heart. 
“We have never in this country been able to keep 
our politics and business separate. The only case 
where the Government did anything well was the dig­ 
ging of the Panama Canal. And the first step was to 
take the control of the whole district 
and 
abso­ 
lutely divorce it from politics. 
If Congress had had 
anything to do with the finishing of the 
ditch 
it 
would most certainly have cost three or four times 
as much as it did; in all probability it would have 


been badly done, and besides Would have led to all 
kinds of corruption, heartaches and political rascal­ 
ity. This is the only case where the United States 
Government has done a thing well and the reason 
was that it made the power of one man absolute in 
the district. Our Government has never done that 
anywhere else. 
“The only other big thing the Government is en­ 
gaged in now is the postoffice and its business is not 
done well, not done cheaply. It is run by taxing all 
the people for the benefit of; a part of the people. No, 
I do not mean only the carrying of certain classes 
of mail m atter 
below cost. The Government makes 
the same price for carrying a letter or a package to 
a mining camp in Arizona or Nevada, entailing a 
journey of 40 miles by wagon, that It makes for car­ 
rying a letter between Washington and Baltimore, or 
from one part of New York City to another, I am not 
objecting to that, only It is not a business institu­ 
tion. It is run by taxation. It has never made a cor­ 
rect statem ent of its actual receipts and disburse­ 
ments—it is not obliged to make reports as the rail­ 
roads are and nobody can criticise its operations for 
that reason, but everybody knows it does not pay ex­ 
penses. 
“Therefore, I say the first requisite for any rea­ 
sonable measure 
of success in Government owner­ 
ship is its divorcement from politics. But w hat rea­ 
son have we to suppose that we can divorce it from 
politics, since we have been unable to divorce our 
consumer 
service from politics, our custom houses 
from politics and everything we ever attempted ex­ 
cept the one jfiece of work, 
digging

The Los Angeles Times printed in a recent issue 
an editorial on the subject of "Tho Illusive Dollar 
and the Value of Thrift,” th at contains so many good 
things that we reprint it here in lull. Says The 
Times: 


"Now that there has been much rejoicing over the 
‘prosperity smile' during the past week, and the 
‘nimble dollar’ has been chased from his place of 
hiding and set to making music on the cash regis­ 
ters of our many stores, it occurs to The Times 
that a few reflections on the value of judlciuos econ­ 
omy will not he out of place. It is a good tiling to 
spend money—lf one can afford it. ‘Take care of 
the pennies and the dollars will take care of them­ 
selves.' is a homely old truism that offers as wise 
guidance in this period of modernity as among our 
fathers and mothers when thrift was largely a mat­ 
ter of self-preservation. 
“The highway of Extravagance leads to the Slough 
of Despair, and a man should earn money before 
lie spends it. Indeed, tile man who habitually spends 
$5 per month less than lie earns, if he obeys a few 
other golden rules of conduct, is sure to dwell in the 
Cottage of Prosperity. On the other hand, a man 
may walk the path of probity from the first day that 
he toddles out of his cradle and, lf he persists In 
playing in the mud puddles of debt, it is certain 
that trouble and misery will come upon him. 
He that goes-a-borrowing goes a-sorrowing, says 
Poor Richard. And Polonious spoke a w ise line when 
lie laid the injunction upon his son: ‘Neither a bor­ 
rower nor a lender be.’ 
' I lie men who have gotten along in the world have 
not been wasteful. The spendthrift may call it greed 
to lie provident, and so rejoice In the game of ducks 
and drakes; hut the parable of tile ant and the grass­ 
hopper applies very aptly to those who handle their 
earnings with loose fingers. When winter comes the 
grasshopper that had such a merry time sporting in 
the sunshine is left with a crumb; aud, likewise, the 
happy-go lucky, 
jolly-good-fellow goes a borrowing. 
Au-, and Im must be a thrifty man who can afford 
to borrow! It is an extravagance that wise and even 


prosperous men deny themselves. 
“Real prosperity consists not in spending money, 
but in making money. It is no unusual tiling for many 
people to spend it before they earn it- and some­ 
times to never earn it. Credit is a fragile dish aud 
likuly to be broken unless kept full; or, as Poor 
Richard lins said touching the same question: ’It 
is hard for an empty bag to stand upright.’ 
Those 
who ‘plow deep while sluggards sleep’ are tho ones 
who plant the harvests that bring prosperity 
in 
spending money it Is well for each man to stick 
close to ids income. Again to quote Poor Richard: 
“ ‘Vessels large may venture more, 
But little boats should keep near shore.’ 
“The man with the big income may buy tile big au­ 
tomobile, but tile man with 
the 
smaller income 
should not attem pt to support the big car, no m atter 
how pleasant it may be to enjoy tho equipage of a 
millionaire by buying gasoline on credit. There is a 
wide gulf between economy and stinginess. 
H e who 
juiys his bills and lays by a little for tile day when it 
rains is economical. It is true the stingy man may 
let the tradespeople cool their heels at his back door, 
though ins hank account bears much fruit us interest. 
But the stingy man is an object much more rare than 
tim improvident man, and even the worst of stingy 
men do not harm the communities so much as those 
who buy on credit and pay on promises, lf it comes 
to a matter of law, then the stingy man must settle, 
while the grasshopper-man has nothing wherewith to 
settle and ail of his extravagance is dead loss. 
“The old fashioned economy that lias builded up 
the prosperity of so many men whose estates the 
Socialists are clamoring to have divided, would prob­ 
ably reduce the ranks of the discontented if more gen­ 
erally followed by those who need it tile most. Tile 
dollars of a community should be nimble, but they 
should not be allowed to run loose—for tile dollar 
that is gone is no easy thing to catch. He who spends 
a little less than he earns never has cause to com­ 
plain of ‘hard tim es:’ lie can walk down the street 
arid look the merchant and the butcher squarely be­ 
tween the eyes and say, ‘Glad to see 
you.’ Not ev­ 
erybody can do that. It is a luxurious privilege—a 
luxury that only the thrifty can afford.”
